Tbe treetle of the Hurricane river ix about 
eight bundrtd fe«-t in length. an<l the liri'itli 
includes four hundred feet at the west eud, 
the tender and th(> engine lodging aj^ainKt the 
atmtment. The baggage wir left the 
track on tbe trestle, knocking the struc 
tare down. It was this car that careened tbe 
rear oara and by ita strain dragged the tender 
down, the engine having safely crcMsed over. 
The accident was caused, probalily, by a 
broken truck under the front of the bag- 
gage car.

Deming, general ticket agant of tbe Jack- 
sonville, Taiupa & Key Wait railroad, a pas- 
senger on tbe second ssotion of No, iff, says: 

"In all my ezperienoa I navar ww a wreck 
•o eomplata, aa tbera waa not a aamblanoa of 
the former shape left of tha Hret two oars. 
They were completely broken to fragmente. 
It is miraculoua how any one escaped. 

"The fourth car, occupied by Mr. Oould and 
party, although badly damaged, was not a 
complete wredt. The end of the last car was 
teloKcoped into Mr. Gtonld's oar. The latter. 
President Wilber^ private car, contained 
twelve persona. There ware three fortunate 
things which no doubt lessened the list of 
casualtiea That portion of the trestle 
directly over tbe stream did not fall, and the 
cam were thrown into a dry place. In wet 
weather tbe whole place is overflowed, but at 
the praesat time the stream isoonflnedtoa 
narrow bad. Tha flra waa put out before 
any harm was dona, and the weather was 
dear and pleasant. 

"The locomotive barely got across the 
chasm, the tender having dropped down on 
one end of the baggage car. The news of tbe 
accident was toon carried to Blackshear, and 
every one came out to tbe wreck and ren- 
deretl all the asslMtance in their power, oaring 
for the woundu<l atid taking out those who 
were kille<l. Carna^u.s wiiiu brought out 
and tha wuuude<l ami dead tukcn to Black- 
sbear.

At the tmi.' nf tin- accident a Construotiou 
train wns standm^; cm the track at Pat^^rsoU, 
and pullc.l out for the scene of.tbe wreck 
juht OS the second section of the fast mail 
from Savannah reached that station. It was 
a very fortunate circunwtanoe that the train 
wn-s sn ii. iir at hand, and the people on board 
rendered very valuable service in assisting 
the unfoi inna'e^. The Hufferers by the acci- 
dent were most ]>at>eut, and made few or no 
oomplointH about the management of the 
railroad authorities.
